FIRST  SUNDAY  AFTER  TRINITY, 

ilpistle.  1  John  iv.  7.  Gospel.  St.  Luke  ivi.  19. 

“  The  ritual  year”  of  our  Church,  to  repeat 
the  beautiful  figurative  language  of  the  standing 
motto  which  overlooks  this  paragraph,  has  now 
“  moved”  through  the  more  “  distinct”  of  its 
"  signs.”  She  hath  now,  says  a  venerated 
and  time-honoured  commentator,  finished  the 
celebration  of  the  high  festivals,  and  thereby 
run,  as  it  were,  through  a  great  part  of  the 
creed,  by  setting  before  us  in  an  orderly  man¬ 
ner,  the  highest  mysteries  of  our  redemption  by 
Christ  on  earth,  till  the  day  be  was  taken  up 
into  heaven,  with  the  sending  down  of  the  Ho¬ 
ly  Ghost  at  Pentecost.  After  she  hath,  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  rcflecUon  upon  these  mysteries, 
broke  out  into  a  more  solemn  and  special  ado¬ 
ration  of  the  blessed  Trinity  ;  she  comes,  ac¬ 
cording  to  her  method,  in  the  intervals  of  great 
feasts,  to  use  such  Epistles,  Gospels  and  Col¬ 
lects,  as  suit  with  her  holy  atTcctions  and  aims 
at  this  season  ;  which  arc  that  we  may  be  edi¬ 
fied  into  living  temples  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  the 
Oomfurtcr,  and  having  oil  in  our  lamps,  may  be 
in  better  readiness  to  meet  the  Hridegroom,  at 
his  second  Advent,  or  coming  to  judgment. — 
This  is  therefore  done  in  the  remaining  Sun¬ 
days,  till  Advent  ;  which  arc  in  their  services 
like  so  many  echoes  and  rellections  upon  the 
mystery  of  Pentecost,  the  life  of  the  spirit,  or 
as  trumpeters  for  |ireparation  to  meet  our  Lord 
at  his  second  coining.” 

After  contemplating  God  in  his  several  char¬ 
acters,  as  Father,  Son.  and  Holy  Ghost — Al¬ 
mighty  to  preserve.  Almighty  to  redeem,  Al¬ 
mighty  to  sniictify— weak  must  be  the  faith 
which  does  not  unreservedly  trutt  in  him  ;  cold 
the  heart  which  iloes  not  repose  in  peace  upon 
his  everlasting  strength.  In  this  Collect,  there¬ 
fore,  we  are  very  projierly  taught  to  address 
God,  as  “the  strength  of  all  them  that  put  their 
trust  in  him,  “  'I'he  express  object,  however, 
of  this  prayer  for  divine  help,  is  to  further  our 
own  exertions  in  holiness  ;  that  we  may  add  to 
our  faith,  virtue,  and  that  keeping  his  command¬ 
ments,  we  may  plea.se  him  both  in  will  and  deed." 
\nd  how  admirably  does  our  Cliiirch,  on  this, 
as  indeed  on  every  occasion,  preserve  in  her 
orayers  the  true  spirit  of  the  Gospel !  She  dis¬ 
claims  in  her  sons,  self  power,  self-righteous- 
IPSS — hut  she  in.-isfs  upon  e.xertion  and  holiness. 


She  confesses  that  it  is  impossible  for  man  to 
gain  salvation  by  bis  own  righteousness  alone ; 
but  she  strenuously  opposes  the  notion — equal¬ 
ly  absurd  and  unscri plural — that  grace  will  ef¬ 
fect  salvation,  witliout  the  co-operation  of  a  re¬ 
newed  heart  and  a  holy  life.  And  thus  her 
doctrine  is  not  less  plain  to  our  reason,  than  it 
is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  most  spiritual 
view  of  “  our  profession  ;  which  is  to  follow 
the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  be  made 
like  unto  him  ;  that  as  he  died  and  rose  again 
fur  us,  so  should  we,  who  are  baptized,  die 
from  sin  and  rise  again  unto  righteousness ; 
continually  mortifying  all  our  evil  and  corrupt 
aflections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  ail  virtue 
and  godliness  of  living.” 

There  is  singular  force  in  the  expression,  em¬ 
ployed  by  (he  Apostle  in  the  Epistle,  when  he 
says,  tliat  “  God  is  love.”  As  if  he  intended 
to  magnify  above  measure  this  most  adorable 
of  the  divine  attributes,  he  pronounces  hmi  to 
be  the  quality  in  the  abstract,  and  thus,  as  it 
were,  identifies  the  Godhead  with  love.  '1  his 
form  of  c.xpression,  is  employed  by  none  of  the 
sacred  writers,  in  so  pointed  a  manner,  as  by 
St.  John  III  tins  place  ;  where  a  special  mark 
of  distinction  appears  to  be  set  on  that  quality  of 
God,  which  the  Holy  Spirit  describes  as  having 
actuated  him,  in  the  redemption  of  mankind. 

The  moral  perfections  of  the  Deity  are,  in 
our  contracted  sphere,  and  to  the  extent  of  our 
capacities,  the  fittest  objects  for  our  imitation  : 
and  they  are  so  largely  and  so  frequently  set 
before  us  in  holy  Scripture,  undoubtedly  for 
this  reason  in  common  with  others,  that,  by 
striving  to  imitate  them  with  the  ai^E'istance  of 
his  grace,  our  corrupt  and  sinful  nature  may  be 
continually  purified,  and  we  may  become  more 
and  more  like  unto  him.  Of  all  these  adora¬ 
ble  perfections,  as  there  is  no  one  in  which  our 
heavenly  Father  appears  to  be  more  delighted, 
so  also  there  is  no  one,  more  carefully  recom¬ 
mended  for  our  example,  or  more  adapted  to 
our  continued  imitation,  than  that,  which  is  set 
before  us  in  this  Epistle.  As  it  was  “  love,” 
which  actuated  our  heavenly  Father  to  send 
his  Son  into  the  world  for  our  redemption,  so 
ho  has  injoined  upon  us  the  cultivation  of  that 
divine  quality,  as  the  indispensable  duty,  and 
the  distinguishing  and  never  failing  mark,  of 
every  disciple  of  his  Son.  “  We  love  him,  be¬ 
cause  he  first  loved  us.”  “  Beloved,  if  God 
so  loved  us.  we  ought  also  to  love  one  another.” 
Thus  does  the  beloved  disciple  connect  the  du¬ 
ty  of  a  Christian,  in  its  two  great  divisions  of 
religious  and  moral  obligation,  with  this  most 
adorable  attribute  of  the  Deity,  illustrated  in 
one  of  the  most  interesting  and  important  arti¬ 
cles  of  the  Christian  faith.  Nor  can  we  desire 
or  pos-scss  a  more  powerful  inducement  to  the 
diligent  observance  of  this  duty,  than  the  assur¬ 
ance  of  the  same  apostle,  that  “  God  is  love  ;” 
and  (hat  “  he,  thatdwelleth  in  love,  dwelleth  in 
God,  and  God  in  him.” 


From  the  Gospel  for  this  day,  we  learn  what 
mistaken  measures  they  go  upon,  who  form  n 
judgment  either  of  their  own,  or  another’s,  hap¬ 
piness  and  misery,  by  tlieir  different  fortunes  or 
stations  in  the  world  ;  for,  according  to  tlii.s 
standard,  who  would  have  scrupled  to  pro 
nounce  the  rich  man  in  this  parable  most  bless¬ 
ed,  and  Lazarus  the  most  w  retched  of  all  mor¬ 
tal  eroatures  ?  And  yet,  lioiv  distant  hath  this 
rash  sentence  been  from  the  truth  of  the  case  . 
Here  is  also  comfort  and  encouragement  for 
those  of  our  brethren,  w  hose  circumstances  are 
strait  and  low  in  the  world.  'i  his  passage 
shews,  they  shall  not  alw  ays  be  forgotten  ;  but 
if  their  poverty  be  .sustained  with  patience,  anU 
contentedness,  and  trust  in  a  good  God,  there 
is  a  time  coming  when  he  will  not  neglect  them, 
though  men  may.  And  they,  who  so  haughti¬ 
ly  and  coldly  look  down  ujion  their  sufferings 
in  the  mean  while,  may  one  day  find  cau-e  to 
envy  their  happiness.  For,  when  the  gay,  bnt 
fleeting  vanities  of  this  world  slinl!  be  redun  d 
to  a  coffin  and  a  shroud,  when  pnm|)  amt 
honour  vanish  like  a  shadow,  when  prond- 
hearted  wealth  lies  covered  in  the  dust,  the 
l>ity,  or  the  scorn  and  curse,  of  survivors  ;  then 
.«hall  the  godly  poor  be  taken  up  by  angels,  and 
carried  into  rest  ;  from  grief  and  labour  to 
mansions  of  peace,  and  joy,  and  glory  everlast¬ 
ing. 


THE  LITANY. 

Among  the  more  striking  instances  of  mi.’ 
representation,  pointed  out  in  the  celebrated 
Dedication  Discourse  of  Dr.  Channing,  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Wisner,  of  Boston,  is  the  charge  that 
Trinitarians  worship  the  Human  Nature  of 
Christ.  “  They  are  spoken  of,  says  this  re¬ 
viewer,  as  “  worshippers  who  adore  their  God 
for  his  wounds  and  tears,  his  agony,  and  bloo<l, 
and  sweat.”  And  in  vindication  of  this  charge, 
the  following  passage,  containg  an  address  to 
the  Son  of  God,  is  quoted  from  the  Litany  of 
the  Episcopal  Church  :  “  By  the  mystery  of 
thy  holy  incarnation,  by  thy  holy  nativity  and 
circumcision,  by  thy  baptism,  fasting,  and  temp¬ 
tation  ;  by  thine  agony  and  bloody  sweat,  by  thy 
cross  and  passion,  go^  Lord  deliver  us  !”  But 
how  evidently  unjust  is  the  representation  made 
of  the  meaning  of  this  passage.  The  reader 
will  at  once  perceive  that  it  is  not,  as  Dr.  Chan¬ 
ning  represents,  an  expression  of  adoration  to 
the  Son  of  God  ^or  his  incarnation,  as  we  adore 
the  Father  for  his  omniscience  ;  but  that  it  is  a 
petition  to  Christ,  as  possessing  a  divine  nature 
accompanied  with  the  mention  of  what  his  mer¬ 
cy  has  already  done  for  us  in  becoming  incar¬ 
nate  and  making  atonement,  at  an  argument  or 
plea  for  acceptance  in  the  request,  as  when  Da¬ 
vid,  in  the  twenty-fifth  Psalm,  beseeches  the 
Lord  to  grant  liis  petition,  by  the  remembrance 
of  his  tender  mercies  and  loving  kindnes.ses,
